and his staff are trying to reduce
the budget on the item of school
appropriations too, much, although
admitting that it exceeds the
amount appropriated two years ago
by:$2,315,000, Mr. Heron .also ad-
mits that the automatic increase
(which cannot be reduced) is $6,-
181,000, thus making the total in-
crease - $8,496,000. Yet Mr. Heron
thinks that that is not enough in-
crease.

I do not know Mr.-Heron. I do
not minimize the value of an edu-
cation, for I am a graduate of -two
universities. Yet, school education
is only a small part of a man’s edu-
cation. T was a teacher for six
‘years. I know that a lot of effort
and a lot of money expended in
schools is wasted. :

I know of a case where, in a city
of 5000 people, the superintendent
persuaded the school board to em-
ploy an expert on farming, secure
tools and machinery and a plot of
ground, at a total expense of ap-
proximately $3600 per year. Eight
boys took the courge in gardening
and farming, and not a single one
became a farmer or gardener. In
that state there was an ugricul-
tural college costing the state over
$200,000 per annum. Still, thig
superintendent thought such a de-
partment was necessary in that lit-
tle city school.

1, myself, like many others, spent
many months sitting up nights
studying trigonometry and calculus.
It never did me one bit of good, It
would be all right for an astron-
omer or clvil engineer. I never in-
tended to make either my business,
But it was in the course, and 1 had
to take it straight. These are but
illustrations.
